Tbe cutting uf the cables at Santiago 
and at San Juaa de Purto Rico, aa re- 
ported, was a military move of tbe 
flrkt importance.

Waehlngtoa, May 28. — Notwith- 
Btandlng ' the per*l*teai rumor* In cir- 
culation to the effect that a great naval 

engagement has been fought In the 
Windward passage, reeultiug in the de« 
ttructlon of tbe Spanish fleet, tt caa 
be eUted poeiUvely that the navy de- 
partment has ao 'latormatlon that 
tends in tbe alli^ttet to coBflna theee 
rumors. 

Unless the improbable happens thero 
1* no Immediate prospect of a naval 
engageneat of any magnltode ta tbe 
opinion of th* navy departmeat offi- 
cials. 

The unanimity with which those 
best informed express this view almost 
warrant* the concluelon that It is 
based upon knowledge that the hootlle 
fleets are again far apart. 

Indeed, there Is no certainty tbat 
Admiral Cervera is not already bound 
homeward, providing he has succeeded 
in seenrlhg a *npply of mai. for he 
could not make the run back to tbe 
Canarle* wttH leBI tlwa AbOUt S,iQO or 
3,000 toaa 

There are sign* In Madrid that have 
been noted here seeming to warrant 
tbe supposition that there has been a 
complete change in tbe Spanish plan 
of cooductloil the war. Indications 
are balleved to point to a relaxation ii 
not a total abandonmeuv of the efforts 
to conduct the campaign In Cuba and 
the West Indian waters. 

The natural conclusion, if this pre- 
mise 1* w«ll founded, would ho that 
the Spaniards were going to concen- 
trate their entire energies to the de- 
fense of tb Philippines, with the view 
of retalftlng them In the event peace 
la f oread upon them by virttw of the 
principle of International law, which 
Kmiis a victorious nation la Indemni- 
fylng herself from the vanquished to 
tbe territory she actually occupies 
when peace 1* declared. 

So the retreat of tbe Spanleh *quad- 
ron from the West Indies would be 
slgnlflcant— first, in the danger it 
would place Dewey Immediately, and, 
second, In the hint It would convey 
that the Spanish mind for tbe first 
time contemplates tbe possibilities of 
peace.

Washington, May 25.— Bids were 
opened for supplying tbe armor for tbe 
three battleships, Illinois, Alabama 
and Wisconsin, now in course of con- 
struction at the Union iron works, 
Newport News and Cramps. This is 
the second time that the government 
has endeavored to secure bids for sup- 
plying the armor f',;r these ships. The 
first effort made about a year ago was 
unsuccessful because congress had 
madathe minimum cost per ton for tbe 
armor at a figure below the cost of pro- 
duction. 

The present naval appropriation bill 
having increased the price allowed to 
1400 per ton, this effort wa* successful. 
For the ininol* the two armor com- 
panies Bethlehem and Carnegie divided 
their bids, one taking the lighter armor 
ana the other the heavier. For the 
Alabama the Bethlehem company bid 
|l,0St.604, while the Carnegie com- 
pany did act bid. For the Wisconsin 
,tbe Carnegie company bid (1.023,504. 

The rate in each case was |400 per 
ton flat for bolts and armor, the max- 
imum amo\mt allowed by congreaa.

Kven in aristocratic Kngland, though 
you might be born a Lord and worth 
millions, yon can no longer pnrehase a 
corainiesion in the army. 

Here in the United States commissions 
in the army are given away as free gifts 
to birth and wealth. 

Tliis favoritism ia a disgrace to the Gov- 
ernment which practices it, demoralizing 
to the service and a shame tatbe repub- 
lic. 

What earthly reason is there for mak- 
ing Mr. Bradlee Strong a Lieutenant Col. 
onel, for glaring instance? His only 
claim to notice above millions of other 
young men ia that he happens to be 
a son of ex-Mayor Strong, of New York 
That is a distinction, certainly, but how 
does it tit Master liradlee for aoldiering ? 
His sole military experience that attract- 
ed i)ublic notice was the organization of a 
paper chase, which is an imitation fox 
hnal, at Seabright. 

Consider the feelings of army officers 
who have aerved on the frontier until 
they are gray, and yet are now only 
Lieutenants or Captains, at aeeing rich 
men's sons and young dandies given 
higher rank than themselves, for no 
other cause than their parentage, their 
wealth, their social position or their 
political pull. 

Contrasted with these commission- 
seeking and commission^tting nobodies 
the behavior of Craig Wadsworth, Willie 
Tiflfany (grandson of Commodore Ferry), 
W. 0. Eustis (nephew of the former Am- 
bassador to France), and other club orna- 
ments of New York, is manly and admir- 
able.

.Mr. W. P. Walker, Jr., Freight Traffic 
Maaager of the C. and O. Railroad, died 
this morning at 2:15 o'clock at CJlifton 
Forge, Va. HIa critical condition was 
mentioned in Taaadair'a iaaoe. 

Mr. Walker aalfkred from a stroke of 
par<ilydia last February while attending 
the Masouic conclave at Cincinnati, and 
wao danRerouely ill at the St. Nicholas 
for two or three weeks. When able to 
be removed he was taken to Newport 
News, where tiia condition iiuproved con> 
alderably, and for a while he waa able to 
be abont. Beoantl? ha became much 
wors?, and was renooved to Clifton l-'orge. 

Deceai<ed was a son of Captain \Vm. 
P. Walker, of tbia ciiy, and waa born 
September Srd, 1850. Hla mother has 
been dead several yeara. Previous to I 
her marriage, she was Miss Eliza Stewart, 
a resident of this city, and a sister of the 
late Mrs. John B. Oibaon. He atarted in 
life as a clerk on the river, and for years 
held the position of first clerk on the 
steamer Bostona when she plied as the 
railroad packet in the (XnelttiMtl«Hant- 
ington trade. Afterwarda ha aaoapted a 
position with the Kentucky Central Rail- 
road, and later went with the C. and O. 
His apleadid ability waa soon recognized, 
and ha waa promoted to the poaitlon he 
hel4 at the time of hla ^aath,— one of the 
most important at the disposal of the 
company. He was married, his wife with 
one child inrvivlnR. 

The fnneral arrangements have not 
been announced, but he will probably be 
laid to rest by tlie side of his mother in 
beautilvl Spring GroTt Cemetery at din* 
oinnati.
